Canadian Cattle 


Explains Prohibition of Importation, 
Into Great Britain 


Minister of Agritulture Prothe 
replying to the British house of co 
mons to questions ptt to the gover, 
ment on the subject. b a 
Greenwood, reviewed the circums 
ces whieh led to prohibition of i 
portation into the United Kingd 
of cattle from Canada, He con 
ued: 

“Strong representations on this’ 
subject, but more particularly cond 
cerning the stigma cast on Cang- 
dian livestock, were made to me b 
the Canadian ministers ‘during th 
recent visit here. Canada disputes 
the genuineness of the cases o 
which prohibition was  originall 
founded, and without doubt the 
minion has been almost entirely frea 
from \foot and mouth disease and 
pleuro-pneumonia, Canadian fee} 
ing, therefore, resents the Imputa 
tion of infection, This prohibition © 
importation cannot, as I am advis 
by the ‘chief veterinary officer of th 
board of agriculture, be justified o 
the ground of health. Cattle bred 
and reared in Canada and leavin 
that country for the first time - b 
direct shipment to a British port 
ought not to be excluded under the 
Diseased Animal Act of 1896, I cams 
not say whether, or under what con+ 
ditions, Canadian cattle of the kind 
indicated might hereafter be permit: 
ed to enter this country except fo 
slaughter at port. When farmere 
here are being asked to reduce their 
livestock, permission is plainly im- 
possible, but the prohibition rests 
largely upon the agricultural policy 
of the United Kingdom, rather than 
on the risk of disease.”
